These were the con- 
cluding words of the Rsvererid Mar- 
tin- P. Reid. in an address on the life 
of -Sir Thomas More to the Sti James 
Literary Society last evening. 

Born in London in 1748' •Tliomas 
More, the son. br Sir John More a 
London Judge, attended St. Anthony's 
free school until the ago of twelve, 
when ho was sent as a page to the 
houae,of Cardinal Morton, the Arch- 
bishop of .Canteçbury.j^^these sur- 
roundings. More, saw^T^^ticard tho 
leaders of thought of that age and 
was so greatly impressed that the 
Cardinal himself at one thne said of 
him, "That lad wiir yet be heard 
from." Thomas was sent to Oxford 
after, approximately six years with 
Cardinal Morton where he came in 
contact with Humanist Pioneers J ;

In ^the words of the speaker, "Ten- 
nyson's Unes. His strength Is as the 
strength t ; ten' because his heart Is 
pure, ; apply to Sir Thomas More as 
they ' do to no otlicr man."

The - economic - doctrine " of Karl 
Marx, as related to and proceedhig 
from his philosophical and. historical 
theories, was the subject of an ad- 
dress by Mr. Michael Buhy to the 
members of the McQlll Labour Club 
hi Strathcona Hall last evening. 
Marx, stated Mr. Buhy, rejected ideal- 
ism -in all its forms, accepting and 
broadciiing the dialectic ' niaterlalis'n 
of Hegel, which ad|mlts not only the 
slow progress of evolution but also 
Ite' esséhtlal revolutions arid catas- 
tirophcs. 

The .tim of Marx was not to . ex- 
plain but to change the world. In this 
direction he . used,, materialism as a 
w:eapon,;;|noE^o(^w^ 
necessltyr'^^^As' -cbhscipusness is ex- 
plained by tiiaterlallEm as the out- 
come of exlsterice, so is social con- 
sciousness explained as the outcome 
of social existence; Man's grapplhigs 
with nature determine his social re- 
lationships and hence his conscious- 
ness, .■.-.' 

HIltoricàrAttItade Imiwrtant 
, Marx's historical, attitude :is hn- 
portant as b^g the first to consider 
the progress .of the'; masses; Since then 
all historians; have' made at- least 
some effort to conforrii witti this in- 
terpretatibn. Marx ' describes history 
as the direct outcome of class strug- 
gles, according to the speaker.
